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Aldi superstore plan 
given warm welcome 


BUDGET supermarket 
Aldi is set to come to 
Ely. 

The German retailer has 
been named this week as 
the secret firm behind a 
bid to build a 1,630 sq m 
superstore in the city 
centre on the site of the 
former Thurlow Nunn 
Standen agricultural mach¬ 
inery plant in Lisle Lane. 

The application for the super¬ 
market was likely to be given the 
go-ahead by East Cambridgeshire

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District Council’s planning 
committee yesterday after council 
officers recommended the 
scheme’s approval. 

It will be a kick in the teeth for 
rival budget supermarket, Lidl, 
who have seen two planning 
applications for an out-of-town 
store in Angel Drove thrown out 
by planners because it would have 
dragged shoppers away from 
other city centre shops. 

But Aldi’s store has had a 
different response because plan¬ 


ners believe it could actually 
attract more shoppers to Ely, 
which would help smaller shops 
by increasing footfall in the city. 

Will Burton, spokesman for Ely 
Traders’ Association, welcomed 
Aldi’s plans, which include a 
separate 422 sq m non-retail store, 
80 car parking spaces and 26 cycle 
spaces. 

He said: “It will give some 
competition to Tesco and Wait- 
rose and fill the niche ‘budget’ 
market in Ely. 

“Traders have never had a 
problem with any supermarket 
on this site and we believe it will 
create a better circulation of 


shoppers, which will help to 
regenerate the Forehill area. 

“If the store helps to create a 
city centre atmosphere in the 
Lisle Lane and Forehill area, then 
it will be very helpful for Ely 

“Unlike the plans for the out-of- 
town Lidl, this Aldi store is in the 
right place.” 

If approved, the Aldi store will 
almost certainly spell the end of 
Lidl’s hopes for an Ely super¬ 
market as council rules state 
there would not be enough space 
for another major supermarket.

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‘Walking miracle’ in 
£5k bid for charity 


SINCE being diagnosed with a brain tumour 13-year-old Callum Brown has 
amazed everyone with his upbeat attitude to his illness. Now he is planning 
a walk to raise money for other suffererers. JACK GROVE reports.

A BRAVE teenage 
cancer sufferer will 
abandon his 
wheelchair for a 
charity walk to raise 
money for others hit 
by the condition. 

Thirteen-year-old 
Callum Brown, from 
Haddenham, is aiming to 
complete a single lap of 
Lodge Farm running track 
in Fulbourn in September 
to raise £5,000 for Cancer 
Research UK. 

He hopes it will be the 
start of his journey back 
to full health after an 
operation at 

Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
in Cambridge in 
February to remove a 
massive tumour from his 
brain. 

Callum is currently 
undergoing daily 

radiotherapy sessions to 
his brain and spine, but 
has already raised £500 
from friends and family, 
who have contributed 
through a humorous blog 
detailing his treatment 
called www.gingerking. 
org 

His courageous walk in 
September will follow a 
tumultuous year for the 
Witchford Village College 
pupil, whose initial 
symptoms of headaches 
and vomiting were 
dismissed as a reaction to 
antibiotics he was taking 
for an ingrowing toenail. 

But he was later admit¬ 


ted to Hinchingbrooke 
Hospital with suspected 
dehydration, where he 
developed an aversion to 
light. 

His mother, Sally Brown 
said: “They eventually did 
a CT scan to ‘put my mind 
at rest’. 

“That’s when they 
found out he had a golf 
ball sized tumour in the 
middle of his brain”. 

He was transferred to 


Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
for a life-saving operation 
to relieve the pressure in 
his brain, where a biopsy 
revealed he had an 
extremely rare form of 
cancer experienced by 
only 10 children in the UK 
each year. 

“The doctors didn’t pull 
any punches. They told 
Callum he might not be 
able to see, move or speak 
after the operation, and 


that he might not even be 
able to recognise me. We 
were told he could be in 
hospital for months. 

“The only time he cried 
was the night before his 
operation, when his little 
sister Chloe said goodbye 
to him. 

“He broke down after 
she’d left because he 
thought he might never 
see her again.” 

But Callum made an 
incredible post-operative 
recovery, leaving hospital 
three days after his 
surgery, and has amazed 
everyone with his upbeat 
attitude towards cancer. 

Sally Brown added: “My 
son is a walking miracle. 
It means so much to him 
to be able to walk that lap 
at Relay for Life with the 
other cancer survivors. 
His illness has changed 
our lives forever, but I 
could not be more proud 
of the way he has coped.” 

Gemma Careless, 
chairman of Cambridge 
Relay for Life, said: “It is 
a privilege to have Callum 
and his family and friends 
on board for Relay for 
Life. The event unites the 
community to celebrate 
those who have survived 
cancer, and remember 
those who have died.” 

Relay For Life began in 
the USA 20 years ago 
when Dr Gordon Klatt ran 
and walked around a 
track for 24 hours to raise 
funds for the American 
Cancer Society in honour 
of his cancer patients. It 
is now one of the biggest 
fundraising walks in the 
world. 


Closed hotel could become a care home 


A HOTEL which 
closed suddenly may 
reopen as a care home. 

Soham Lodge Hotel 
shut its doors un¬ 
expectedly in March 
after a police investi¬ 
gation into allegations 
of fraud at the motel 
earlier in the year. 

The closure caused 
panic for many of the 
hotel’s customers, 
who had booked wed¬ 
dings and parties 
there, and were un¬ 
able to find out what 
had happened to their 
deposit money. 


Despite numerous 
enquiries by the 
Weekly News, we 
were unable to contact 
anyone about the 
future of the venue on 
the A142 Soham 
Bypass. 

Its owners, Eastcliff 
Developments Ltd, 
have now submitted 
an application to East 
Cambridgeshire Dist¬ 
rict Council to turn 
the motel into a care 
home, which is set to 
be discussed by plan¬ 
ners in September.

Aldi is the fastest-growing 
supermarket retailer in the 
UK and last month announ¬ 
ced plans to open a new 
store every week in Britain, 
where it is winning over 
consumers with its low- 
prices amid the economic 
downturn. 

Mayor of Ely, Sheila 
Friend-Smith, a district and 
city councillor, also backed 
the Aldi supermarket. 

“It will be good for people 
in Ely to have an Aldi in a 
time when they are finding 
it hard to make ends meet”, 
she said. 

“I hope it will pull more 
people down to Forehill as 
this is a part of the city that 
has not been supported as it 
should have been.” 

The plans by Chaldean 
Properties also include 
improved pedestrian links 
to the city and are likely to 
be referred to head of 
planning Giles Hughes to 
negotiate a section 106 
agreement that would see 
the German retailer pay for 
better CCTV coverage in the 
nearby Vineyards.

THREE intrepid musicians - 
known as the “Extreme 
Cellists” - have raised more 
than £3,500 for charity by 
playing a series of concerts 
on the top of Britain’s 
highest mountains. 

Led by Ely teacher James 
Rees, the trio of cello 
players completed their 
remarkable musical journey 
around the UK with a rain¬ 
swept performance on the 
top of Irish mountain 
Carrauntoohil on Friday. 

It followed gigs on top of 
Ben Nevis, Scafell Pike and 
Mount Snowdon in the past 
few weeks, which have 


attracted crowds of up to 
100 mountain hikers. 

Their unique achievement 
saw the three friends carry 
their cellos to the top of the 
highest peaks in England, 
Wales, Scotland and Ireland 
and it has now raised £3,500 
for spinal injuries charity 
Aspire - with sponsorship 
money still coming in. 

The trip is the latest quirky 
escapade by the Extreme 
Cellists, which saw them 
play on top of all 42 
Anglican cathedrals, 
including Ely Cathedral, in 
the UK in just 12 days in 
2005. 


James enjoyed his visit to 
Ely so much, he moved to 
the city the following year to 
become a religious studies 
teacher at King’s School, 

Ely. 

Jeremy Dawson, who makes 
up the cello group with 
Sheffield university pal Clare 
Wallace, said: “The highlight 
of the trip was probably 
playing at the summit of 
Snowdon with a crowd of 
100 people watching us. 

“It was unbelievable, with a 
clear view over the 
mountains and no wind at 
all.”

Drunken teen’s 
street assault 


A TEENAGE girl stunned 
shoppers on a busy 
market day by attacking a 
young mother with her 
baby outside a shop. 

Leanda Roys, 19, had been 
drinking premium strength 
lager and alcopops on the 
afternoon of Thursday, May 22, 
when she decided to confront an 
old adversary whom she saw 
standing outside Thing Me Bobs 
store in Ely’s Market Street. 

But she switched her atten¬ 
tions to a 17-year-old mum, who 
tried to prevent an argument 
between the two women, and 
grabbed her by the throat. 

The young mother, whose 10- 
month-old son was alongside 
her in a pram when the attack 
took place, told Ely Magistrates’ 
Court last Thursday, how Roys 
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had crossed the road to start the 
fight. 

She said: “She threw down all 
her stuff to the floor and started 
walking towards us. I stepped 
forward to say ‘Not in front of 
my son’ and then she had both 
hands around my throat and 
was trying to strangle me. 

“She was shouting something 
and we ended up falling to the 
floor.” 

The fight broke up when the 
young mum’s friend and other 
stunned on-lookers managed to 
separate Roys from her victim, 
who cannot be named for legal 
reasons. 

The court also heard how 
Roys, of Abbots Way, Ely, had 
continued to threaten the young 


mum even when police arrived, 
telling officers: “You tell her 
that when I see her I’m going to 
slit her throat. I will kill her.” 

She later told officers that she 
had started the fight because 
she believed she had seen the 
young mum, who she had never 
met before, smiling at her in a 
mocking way 

Roys, who had denied one 
count of common assault, failed 
to show up for her trial and was 
found guilty in her absence. 

Magistrates concluded there 
had no provocation and issued a 
warrant for Roys’ arrest. 

The case follows concerns 
over a growing culture of 
“ladette” binge-drinking, which 
has seen the number of violent 
attacks by women double in just 
five years. 


Escort girl in client stab case refused bail 


AN ESCORT girl accused of repeatedly stabbing 
a client has been refused bail. 

Sarah Barker, 26, of Ely, is alleged to have 
knifed Martin Cox at least seven times in the 
head and chest on Monday, July 14. 

She appeared before magistrates in 
Northampton earlier this month charged with 
attempted murder and was refused bail when 
her case was committed to the crown court. 

At a hearing before Judge Charles Wide QC to 


apply for her release from custody, he refused 
bail and further remanded her until her next 
hearing in August. 

Mr Cox, 47, of Abington, Northampton, was 
taken to hospital in a critical condition. His 
injuries are no longer believed to be life- 
threatening. 

The prosecution alleges Barker stabbed Mr 
Cox in his bedroom after the pair had had 
consensual sex. 
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Brave drivers dived into icy 
water in vain bid to save girl

A NINE-YEAR-OLD 
girl drowned after the 
car in which she was 
travelling crashed into 
an icy fen drain, an 
inquest heard. 

Charlotte Walker was 
sitting in the back of her 
family’s silver Citroen 
Picasso when her mother 
Lynn lost control of the car 
on the B1098 Sixteen Foot 
Bank road at Stonea, near 
March, on February 20, 
sending it spinning into a 
large water-filled ditch, the 
inquest at Wisbech Magis¬ 
trates’ Court was told. 

The inquest heard how 
several brave motorists 
stopped their cars and dived 
into the freezing-cold water 
to help the stricken mother 
and daughter, but could only 
manage to drag Lynn from 
the sinking car. 

Jon Jones, from Welney, 
near Littleport abandoned 
his vehicle on the road 
between Welney and Chatter¬ 
is, to leap into the water. 

He said: “A woman was 
shouting that her daughter 
was still inside and I decided

to swim across. The vehicle 
was completely submerged 
and other people had jumped 
in. We struggled for five 
minutes or maybe longer, 
then we struggled onto the 
bank. 

Mr Jones recalled seeing 
the car “corkscrewing” 
through the air before 
landing on its wheels in the 
water. 

He added Mrs Walker had 
crossed the centre line of the 
road “three or four times” 
before hitting the bank, 
sending her car into the air. 

Another witness, lorry 
driver Christopher Holden 
described the battle by the 
courageous drivers to pull 
Charlotte from the car. 

“Someone said ‘She is 
seatbelted in and I can’t open 
the doors’. The water was 
very cold, but they were 
sticking with it. I saw her 
mother saying ‘What have I 
done?”’. 

Mr Holden outlined the 
moments leading up to the 


crash at about 3.30pm, in 
which he saw Mrs Walker 
swerving across the narrow 
country road as she tried to 
regain control of her car. 

The 43-year-old mother, 
who sustained minor 
injuries, said she had lost 
control of her car after 
taking evasive action to avoid 
an on-coming van which had 
crossed into her lane. 

Charlotte, of Tipps End, 
Welney, was eventually 
pulled from the car by 
emergency services. She was 
taken to Peterborough 
District Hospital, but was 
pronounced dead at 6pm. 

David Osborne, assistant 
coroner for North and East 
Cambridgeshire, issued a 
verdict of accidental death. 

Charlotte’s parents, And¬ 
rew and Lynn, paid tribute to 
their daughter after the 
hearing, saying: “Charlotte 
was a wonderful child who 
touched many people and she 
will be greatly missed by all.”

Murder 

reforms 

criticised 

SEVEN Cambridgeshire 
women have been mur¬ 
dered by partners or 
former partners in the 
past five years. 

The figures, revealed 
as the Government 
announced a shake-up of 
the murder laws, make 
the county the 14th worst 
out of the 42 police areas 
in England and Wales. 

Cambridgeshire has 
recorded 1.84 murders of 
women by partners or ex¬ 
partners per 100,000 head 
of the female population. 

Under Government re¬ 
forms of murder laws, 
defendants who success¬ 
fully claim they were 
“seriously wronged” by 
the victim could now be 
convicted of manslaught¬ 
er. 

Cambridge MP, David 
Howarth said: “It is 
disappointing that the 
Government has not only 
rejected the Law Com¬ 
mission’s proposal for 
first and second degree 
murder, but it has totally 
failed to provide an 
explanation as to why 

“On domestic violence, 
ministers are guilty of 
hype. As the Govern¬ 
ment’s own research 
shows, there are no 
recent examples of men 
being found not guilty of 
murder simply because 
of sexual infidelity” 
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Lib Dems kick up a stink 
over rubbish collection 


A COUNCIL has been accused 
of “ignoring the people” 
following a stream of 
complaints about erratic 
doorstep collections of 
rubbish. 

The claim came after the 
ruling Tory administration of 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council dismissed a motion at 
last week’s full council meet¬ 
ing, calling for a review of the 
rubbish collection service run 
by waste giant, Veolia. 

It follows reports of numer¬ 
ous problems with doorstep 
rubbish collections, which 
include missed pick-ups, non¬ 
replacement of rubbish bags 
and the mixing of recyclable 
and non-recyclable materials. 

Cllr Ian Allen, deputy leader 
of the Liberal Democrat group, 
who proposed the motion, said: 
“It was as if they were not 
prepared to acknowledge there 
was a problem. They didn’t 
even try to defend the service. 
They have not listened to people 
who voted them into power. 
Complaints are being received 
constantly and it is as if the 
Conservatives just don’t care.” 

Bottisham councillor, Dr Bob 
Stevens, claimed the council 
was also doing nothing to add¬ 
ress the core problem of 
reducing the amount of rubb¬ 
ish sent to landfill. 

He said: “It would be better if 
waste for recycling were 
collected as often, or better still 
twice as often, as black bag 
residual waste for landfill.

“If recyclable waste were 
collected weekly, it would take 
up less space at home and smell 
less”. 

The Liberal Democrats are 
now pushing for the council’s 
£2 million contract with Veolia, 
to be discussed at the council’s 
Overview and Scrutiny comm¬ 
ittee to address the current 
problems. 

But Cllr Fred Brown, the 
council’s leader, said: “There 


have been claims that we are 
ignoring the public - nothing 
could be further from the truth. 

“We take very seriously the 
complaints made about the 
current service from our 
residents and we are deter¬ 
mined to solve the problems 
they are experiencing. 

“The Liberal Democrats 
would like us to move to fort¬ 
nightly waste collections. This 
is a policy that is hated 
throughout the whole of the 
United Kingdom, for the incon¬ 
venience and smell it causes 
especially in the hot summer 
months. 

“I pledge that we will retain 
the current weekly waste 
collections which the vast 
majority of the public have told 
us loud and clear that they 
want. 

“Obviously we want to 
increase our recycling rates, 
which is why we introduced 
plastic bottle kerbside collec¬ 
tions, joined the countywide 
recycling partnership and will 
soon have all our waste dealt 
with by a new facility which 
turns rubbish that can’t be 
recycled into compost-like 
material. 

“While some people are 
sniping about the current 
teething problems, we are 
actually getting on and doing 
something to deliver the best 
possible service to our 
residents.”

Dangerous street racers 
could have cars crushed 


BOY racers have been 
warned by police that their 
cars could be seized and 
crushed if they are caught 
driving dangerously. 

It follows a series of com¬ 
plaints about gangs of young 
drivers, who regularly hold late- 
night races in the Waitrose car 
park, Ely, while blaring out loud 
music on their car stereos. 

Residents in the Archery 
Crescent sheltered housing 
complex, which overlooks the 
Brays Lane car park, say they 
are fed up with the constant 
noise of screeching tyres, 
revving engines and ear- 
splitting music over the past 
year. 

But the boy racers have now 
been warned by police that their 
street-racing must stop - or their 
cars will be impounded and 
possibly crushed.

But Anthony Hines, 65, of 
Archery Crescent, said the 
races, which also takes place on 
city centre streets, had con¬ 
tinued despite the police warn¬ 
ings. 

He said: “These lads were 
racing around last weekend 
until 4am. It was dawn when 
they finally stopped. 

“They must sleep all day and 
then get up to pester people at 
night. 

“It’s a real pain, but they’ve 
started to take notice of us 
residents. They normally leave 
when we go outside and hold our 
mobile phones above our heads - 
it’s our way of letting them 
know we’ve called the police. 

“It’s better than it was a few 
months ago when you would 
have 20 cars gathering, opening 


their boots and playing loud 
music. 

“We spoke to a police sergeant, 
who says she has told these lads, 
if the police catch them, they 
can seize the cars and crush 
them. It’s good to see they’re 
taking some action, although a 
new barrier could easily stop 
them entering the car park in 
the first place.” 

The meetings at the back of 
Woolworth’s, known as the 
“Woolies car scene”, have been a 
persistent problem for years, 
with devastating consequences 

One regular was Darren 
Isaacson, whose fascination with 
cars led to an evening of 
reckless driving, which caused 
the deaths of three teenagers, 19- 
year-old Lisa Kent and 15-year- 
olds Samual Murphy and Daniel 
Davy, on a road near Littleport 
in December 2003. 

He was later jailed for three 


years after he was convicted of 
three counts of causing death by 
dangerous driving 

Brian Tully, anti-social 
behaviour officer, confirmed 
police had spoken to the youths 
suspected of gathering in the car 
park. 

He said: “If there is evidence 
of drivers involved in anti-social 
behaviour, their cars can be 
seized and it is then an issue of 
where they can pay the fines to 
get them back. 

“We do not often destroy 
vehicles for these reasons - it’s 
more likely to be mini-mopeds 
that are seized. However, it is 
possible if re-offending occurs 
repeatedly 

“This issue is being taken very 
seriously by police, the council 
and Waitrose, who are working 
together to find a solution to this 
problem.”

Post office closures are based 


on inaccurate information 


Open letter to the consultation on the Post 
Office network. 

Sir, I am a member of Cambridgeshire 
County Council and East Cambridgeshire 
District Council and I am shocked and 
horrified at the proposals to close St John’s 
Road Ely, and Little Downham post offices. 
Ely is expanding faster than almost any city 
in Europe and this growth is continuing. 
Central Government is forcing thousands 
of new homes on the area and yet is 
planning to close one of the two post 
offices in the city! 

I suspect that you believe that the central 
post office located in High Street has some 
merit - it has not. The sub post office run 
by Lloyds is just not fit for purpose and I 
doubt it could ever be. Queues already 
stretch out into the street and you should 
be aware that it is highly likely that parking 
in High Street will be further restricted as 
the combined County Council/East 
Cambridgeshire District Council plans to 
de-criminalise parking enforcement unfold. 


St John’s Road is a vital part of the local 
community and is key to the sustainable 
nature of Ely. 

You suggest that people might visit nearby 
Witchford post office! Driving out of a city 
to a village to shop - how weird. Your 
literature also quotes Little Thetford as 
another branch “in the area”. It is open for 
about three hours on Monday mornings! 
Your literature also states that Stretham 
branch is another “branch in the area”. It is 
open knowledge that this branch will close 
within about a year so it will not be an 
option for migrating St John’s Road 
customers. 

The Little Downham shop is a key part of 
the community. People from Wardy Hill, 
Coveney and Pymore as well as Little 
Downham use this shop. 

Some would be six miles from Ely central 
post office and the local bus services are at 
best pathetic. 

St John’s Road Ely and Little Downham 
branches do a good job. To expect the 


population to drive into the centre of Ely to 
visit an already inadequate facility with 
minimal (and decreasing) vehicular access 
is lunacy. 

If you go ahead with your plans, you will 
deprive many people of services and add to 
the traffic in our already congested city. 

A White Paper has just been published by 
The Department of Communities and Local 
Government which talks about 
“sustainable communities”, limiting needs 
to travel by road in cars etc. Your plans are 
in direct opposition to these views. 

You must reverse your proposals to close 
these two offices. The harm the closures 
would cause is extensive, the plans are 
based on inaccurate information and made 
without knowledge of the future changes in 
the area.

Vote challenges 
‘secrecy culture’ 


THE “culture of secrecy” 
which led to the costly 
collapse of Ely’s Master- 
plan must be challenged, 
a leading councillor has 
warned. 

Cllr Gareth Wilson, leader of 
the Liberal Democrat group on 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, has made the claims 
after his party defeated moves 
at last week’s full council 
meeting to restrict councillors’ 
access to confidential papers 
on business decisions. 

The plans were put forward 
following a series of leaks of 
commercially-sensitive inform¬ 
ation, with council officers 
asking for papers discussed 
behind closed doors only to be 
sent to those councillors 
making decisions. 

Other members would be 
entitled to request the docu¬ 
ments but they would be issued 
only on a “need to know” basis. 

But the motion was defeated 
after three Conservative

councillors broke ranks with 
their party to vote with the 
opposition in what is being 
hailed as a “victory for open 
government”. 

Cllr Wilson claimed it was 
important not to repeat the 
mistakes of the past, which 
saw the suspension of Ely’s 
Masterplan after officers 
highlighted a lack of openness 
and transparency by its 
working party, which had been 
set up wrongly. 

He said: “Things should only 
be secret in a very few cases - 
and then councillors must be 
given clear reasons why it is 
secret. 

“Certain people like the idea 
of not involving too many 
people as it makes things more 
complicated. 

“But it was this secrecy 
which led to the problems with 
the Masterplan. If everyone 


had known about what was 
happening with the Master- 
plan, then we wouldn’t have 
needed to ask so many 
questions as everyone would 
have known what was happen¬ 
ing. 

“Openness has improved 
since the new leader took over, 
but there is still a background 
of secrecy that needs to be 
addressed.” 

But council leader Fred 
Brown, defending the council’s 
move to tighten security, said: 
“There have been several leaks 
or indiscretions - I do not 
believe for one minute that 
confidential items should be 
circulated liberally. 

“People dealing with the 
council have the right to 
confidentiality” 

Mr Brown added: “When the 
Lib Dems were in charge, it 
was anything but open 
government. 

“They should practise what 
they preach before they 
criticise anyone.”

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ASBO yob sent to 
prison for assault 
on sports teacher

A NOTORIOUS 
ASBO yob has been 
jailed for 42 days for 
headbutting a 
sports teacher in 
the face in front of 
her students. 

Susan Statham was 
handed the prison 
sentence for her vicious 
attack on rollerskating 
coach Claire Tuck at the 
Paradise Sports Centre, 
in Ely, on April 11. 

The 22-year-old figure 
skating tutor had been 
chatting with two of her 
pupils in the sport 
centre’s changing rooms 
when she was con¬ 
fronted by Statham, who 
demanded to speak to 
the young skaters. 

When Ms Tuck re¬ 
fused to let her into the 
changing rooms, she was 
headbutted in the face 
by Statham. 

She then jumped on 
top of Ms Tuck and 
began grappling with 
her on the floor.

The fight was only 
stopped when the 
centre’s duty manager 
Kevin Sizer prised 
Statham off Ms Tuck, 
during which he sus¬ 
tained a broken wrist. 

Statham, of New 
Barns Avenue, Ely, fled 
the scene, but continued 
to cause trouble by 
attacking two 15-year-old 


girls in Jubilee Gardens 
later that evening. The 
pair were kicked and 
punched but managed to 
escape and run for help. 

She was convicted in 
her absence at a trial at 
Ely Magistrates’ Court 
on July 10 and was jailed 
at Cambridge Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on Tuesday 
for her attack on Ms 
Tuck. 

She was also given a 
42-day prison sentence 
for her attack on the 
girls in Jubilee Gardens 
and a 28-day sentence for 
breaching her ASBO, 
which was imposed in 
April 2007 for threat¬ 
ening teachers at the 
City of Ely Community 
College. The two senten¬ 
ces will run concurrent¬ 
ly with her other sent¬ 
ence. 

The 22-year-old moth¬ 
er was also jailed last 
year for kicking a 
private school pupil in 
the head while he was 
enjoying a picnic outside 
Ely Cathedral and has 
been convicted of num¬ 
erous public order offen¬ 
ces in Ely.

Vampire writer Lorraine 
stakes her claim to fame 


AN aspiring writer is 
celebrating after winning a 
clutch of literary awards for 
her stories about Buffy the 
Vampire Slayer. 

Lorraine Bentham, from 
Soham, is one of a growing 
number of amateur authors 
writing “fan fiction”, where 
fans pen their own stories 
about the adventures of film, 
TV and book characters. 

The tales are then posted on 
the internet, with fellow 
writers voting for their 
favourite stories each month. 

Lorraine, who writes using 
the name Mabel Marsters, is 
proving one of the upcoming 
genre’s most popular writers, 
scooping five awards since she 
started writing last August. 

She has even penned her 
own original novel, a black 
comedy about identity-swap¬ 
ping youngsters, following her 
success in the online world of 
fan fiction. 

She said: “I write in every 
spare moment and even take 
my laptop to work with me so 
I can write during my 
morning break. I write for 
about four hours every 
evening, producing between 


2,000 to 4,000 words a day I’m 
totally addicted to it.” 

Like her schoolgirl-turned- 
vampire slayer heroine, Lorr¬ 
aine’s normal life couldn’t be 
further away from her dark 
alter-ego. 

During the day, she works at 
a stud farm in Chippenham, 
near Newmarket, training flat 
racing horses, and often com¬ 
petes herself in showjumping 
competitions. But it was a 
injury at work, which led her 
unleash her creativity 

She said: “I was laid up for 
three months after I was 
kicked really hard by a horse, 
which injured my knee 
ligaments. I’d just started 
writing and needed to do 
something to keep me sane, so 
I just wrote all day 

“I posted on the internet, 
but didn’t think I’d win any 
awards as some people had 
been doing it for years. There 
are usually around 200 
nominees in each round of 
the competition, so the com¬ 
petition is quite fierce. 

“It’s given me great confi¬ 
dence to write my own stories 
and it would great if they 
were published as a book.”

unspent in bank accounts

MORE than £16 mill¬ 
ion given to Cam¬ 
bridgeshire schools 
remains unused in 
reserves, figures re¬ 
veal. 

In spite of financial press¬ 
ures in the education sector, 
nearly £20 million from 
schools’ budgets for 2007/08 
had not been spent by the 
end of March. 

Of this, just £3.4 million 
had been committed to be 
used, leaving £16.2 million 
still lying unspent in bank 
accounts. 

Geoff Fewtrell, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire secretary of the 
NASUWT teaching union, 
blasted headteachers for not 
spending the cash on the 
children it was meant for. 

He said: “That money 
should be used for today’s 
pupils and not saved for 
future year groups. 

“Children should have 
their entitlement spent on 
them. Heads and governors 
of these schools should be 
made to explain to their 
parents why money is not 


being used to improve fac¬ 
ilities and increase support 
for teachers now. 

“We cannot grumble 
about under-funding in 
Cambridgeshire while this 
amount of money is avail¬ 
able.” 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council has insisted it is 
“prudent” for schools to 
hang on to cash where poss¬ 
ible - and says it requires 
schools to provide a full 
explanation of what any 
leftover funds will be used 


for. The revelation about 
unspent money from the 
£260 million schools budget 
comes shortly after it was 
revealed three quarters of 
primary schools in Camb¬ 
ridgeshire have classes of 30 
or more pupils, with one 
having as many as 39 pupils 
squeezed into a class. 

The latest figures were 
calculated at the end of 
March. 

Orchard Park Commun¬ 
ity Primary School in Cam¬ 
bridge, which opened in 


September 2007 for just 11 
children, has not yet grown 
to its full capacity, and the 
statistics reveal £114,380 of 
its £177,489 budget - 64 per 
cent of the total - remained 
untouched. 

Other schools with large 
amounts of their 2007/08 
funding still to spend in¬ 
clude Guilden Morden 
Primary School (32 per 
cent), Samuel Pepys School 
in St Neots (30 per cent) and 
Fen Ditton Primary School 
(28 per cent). 


Cllr David Harty, the 
county’s cabinet member 
for learning, said holding 
reserves amounted to 
“prudent financial man¬ 
agement”, and could take 
place to pay for a building 
project, long-term develop¬ 
ment schemes, or when 
pupil numbers had dipped. 

Schools with “large” 
reserves - more than 5 per 
cent of the total for second¬ 
aries and 8 per cent for 
other schools - are required 
to submit an explanation of 
how they will be spent 
within three years. 

He said: “The figures for 
individual schools are dist¬ 
orted by the fact that there 
are a number of initiatives 
in Cambridgeshire that 
involve schools working 
together in clusters, with a 
designated school within 
that cluster acting as the 
banker school and holding 
funding on behalf of all the 
other schools. 

“This can result in 
banker schools appearing to 
have very high levels of 
balances, when in fact the 
balances include the fund¬ 
ing that is held on behalf of 
all the schools within the 
cluster.” 


County’s 
pay among 
best in UK 

THE average wage of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire workers is higher 
than those in any of the sur¬ 
rounding counties, a survey 
has found. 

And employees in Cam¬ 
bridge take home even more, 
according to online recruit¬ 
ment firm allthetopbananas. 
com 

Analysis of all the jobs 
advertised on the site in the 
first six months of this year 
found the average county 
worker earns £32,600. That 
compares to £31,100 in Bedford¬ 
shire, £30,100 in Essex, £31,600 
in Hertfordshire, and £32,100 in 
Suffolk. 

Cambridge workers pocketed 
an average annual salary of 
£33,800, compared to a national 
average of £41,100 - which falls 
to £30,500 once London is taken 
out of the equation. Only Read¬ 
ing lay between Cambridge and 
the capital, where workers 
earn an average of £35,500. 

But the website’s managing 
director, Dave Martin, said 
London salaries were growing 
more quickly than elsewhere. 

He said: “London jobs nat¬ 
urally carry a weighting, but 
we are consistently seeing the 
gap between the capital and the 
rest of the country widen 
month after month. 

“If this trend continues we 
could well see a £12,000 advert¬ 
ised difference by the start of 
next year.”

ANIMAL cruelty convict¬ 
ions in Cambridgeshire are 
taking place at a rate of one 
a week. 

Shocking new statistics reveal 
the grim reality of animal cruelty 
across our region for the first time 
as the RSPCA releases figures for 
each county 

The charity secured 45 con¬ 
victions against 24 defendants in 
Cambridgeshire in 2007 - almost 
one a week. 

Among them were Charlotte 
Bentham, from Eaton Ford, who 
put her landlady’s cat into a bag 
and stuffed it in a rubbish bin, and 
Tina Long, from Cambridge, who 
kept a collar which was too small 
on her Rottweiler puppy Max, 
leaving him with a 15cm gash 
around his neck. 

The RSPCA also highlighted the 
case of Timmy, a three-year-old 
Jack Russell terrier, who suffered 
major hair loss due to a skin 
infection. He was removed from 
his owner in Cambridgeshire in 
June 2007 and a vet who examined 
the dog found he had suffered for 
at least two months. 

His owner, Wilfred Hopkins, 
gave financial reasons as miti¬ 
gation when he appeared in court - 
he was banned from keeping 


animals for life, ordered to serve 
120 hours’ unpaid work and pay 
£400 costs. 

RSPCA inspector Jon Knight 
said: “If pet owners really cannot 
afford veterinary treatment for 
animals they must seek help from 
the RSPCA or other charitable 
organisations. An animal should 
not be left to suffer for any rea¬ 
son.” 

The 2007 figures show there has 
been a 34 per cent increase in 
convictions for cruelty to dogs, a 15 
per cent increase in convictions 
for cruelty to cats and a 12 per cent 
increase in RSPCA investigations. 

Simon Parker, acting regional 
superintendent, said: “Many ani¬ 


mals are the helpless victims of 
our throwaway society. They are 
bought on a whim and discarded 
when the novelty wears off. 

“The main reason we take peop¬ 
le to court is to prevent cruelty 
being repeated and it is very 
reassuring to see the courts taking 
this seriously by issuing more and 
more banning orders, which 
prevent those convicted of cruelty 
from keeping animals in future.” 

The charity said the new Animal 
Welfare Act has made it possible to 
take action sooner where there are 
animal welfare concerns, and that 
92 per cent of problems were 
solved with no further action.

JUST as the furore over the 
sexy new Scirocco dies 
down, another coupe from 
Volkswagen, the Passat CC, 
is launched with rather less 
fanfare. 

The “CC” nomenclature led me to 
expect another folding hardtop but 
no, this is very much a grown-up 
coupe and it looks the part, with a 
brawny grace and stacks of 
presence. The distinctive flowing 
lines along the car’s profile are very 
agreeable indeed, and the roof 
sweeps towards the rear in a gentle 
curve which extends from the A 
pillars to beyond the C pillars, 
beneath which the shoulder line is 
bold and muscular. The elegant 
rear of the car is quite unique, and 
unlike any other VW on the market. 

This niche model’s sense of 
occasion is partly down to sheer 
size. It is wider, longer and lower 
than the Passat saloon, despite 
sharing the same platform. This

means excellent interior space for 
four adults, while the boot is a 
healthy size, with a capacity of 532 
cubic litres. 

The standard kit list includes 
pretty much everything you could 
wish for, although the test car 
came with some extras, including 
touch-screen satellite navigation 
/radio with a very decent 
Dynaudio sound system and a 
30GB hard drive. Just two levels of 
trim are offered - CC as seen here 
and GT which adds 18-inch wheels, 
fogs, “silversprint” upholstery and 
Adaptive Chassis Control. 

But whatever you opt for this is 
a very classy car inside and out, 
with top quality fit and finish and 
switchgear that would find itself 
quite at home in any Audi. 

The engine range is also simple 
with two petrols and one diesel at 
launch, although this will expand 
to five, including a 3.6-litre V6 with 
296bhp and 4MOTION four-wheel- 
drive. The 1.8-litre TSI unit makes 
158bhp but, thanks to some light 
turbocharging the torque figure is

a healthy 1851b ft, available from 
just l,500rpm. It pulls smoothly 
and enthusiastically, punches 
above its weight, and never feels 
like it’s struggling to deal with the 
CC’s substantial (1530kg) mass. 

The CC feels utterly smooth and 
genteel on the road, with a refined 
engine and impeccable road 
manners. Despite sports 
suspension and 17-inch rims, ride 
quality is a strong point and, 
combined with the excellent seats 
and driving position, help to make 
it a real long-distance specialist. 

The chassis is certainly up to 
dealing with our bumpy back 


roads, offering plenty of grip and 
agility for such a big vehicle. Just 
don’t expect a real driver’s car 
along the lines of the Scirocco - 
it’s a tad too laid back for that! 

Basically... 

If you are after something that is 
quick, comfortable, handsome and 
well built, the Passat CC ticks all 
the right boxes. Crucially it has no 
direct rivals and thus undercuts 
its nearest competitors by quite a 
margin. Volkswagen only expects 
to sell 2,500 of these cars in the UK 
for 2008, and by this reckoning 
that sounds perfectly achievable.

■ 81 per cent of under-25s 
would consider driving an 
electric car; 

■ But only 66 per cent of 
those aged over 55 would 
contemplate a greener 
alternative; 

■ Biggest support for 
electric cars came from 
north west England where 
75 per cent would think 
about driving one; 

■ Scots were least likely to 
consider switching cars (65 
per cent). 

Head of risk and under¬ 
writing at esure, Mike 
Pickard, said: “With the 
growing cost of motoring 
and the pressure of having 
a greener lifestyle, many 
motorists are considering 
alternatives and the 
electric car is an attractive 
option. 

“It is very cheap to run 
and youTl never be stung 
at the petrol pump again. 

“If fuel prices continue 
to rise, we may see more 
drivers switching to 
electric cars because 
Britain’s motorists are 
definitely feeling the pinch 
when it comes to the costs 
associated with running a 
car. But although there is 
clearly a demand for 
electric cars, the only way 
for them to become a 
viable option is to have a 
sufficient infrastructure in 
place, such as sufficient 
plug-in points across the 
country, and a greater 


choice of make and models 
to suit all types of 
motorists and family 
sizes.” 

Meanwhile, in Paris, the 
electric car is being seen 
as part of the solution to 
the city’s traffic woes. 

A bike-sharing scheme 
launched in Paris a year 
ago has proved so popular 
that the city’s mayor wants 
to extend it to include 
electric cars. 

Mayor Bertrand 
Delanoe’s latest idea is for 
a driver to pick up one of 
the cars at a park on the 
Left Bank, snake up the 
slopes of Montmartre, 
then drop it off - and only 
pay for the minutes spent 
behind the wheel. 

Mr Delanoe announced a 
programme dubbed 
“Autolib” that will launch 
in late 2009 or early 2010 
with a fleet of 4,000 
electric cars - 2,000 within 
Paris and 2,000 in the city’s 
suburbs. As with the 
“Velib” bike-sharing 
scheme, “Autolib” users 
would be able to rent cars 
from one of 700 planned 
parking spots, both under 
and above ground, and 
drop them off at any other. 

Car-sharing is a growing 
trend in many countries, 
with private companies 
such as Zipcar flourishing 
in cities as petrol prices go 
up. 

“Velib”, which began a 
year ago, has changed the 
Parisian landscape with 
16,000 silver bikes lined up 
at 1,200 parking spots 
throughout the city. It was 
quickly adopted by 
Parisians, with 29 million 
rentals in a year and more 
than 200,000 annual 
subscribers.
